Forgery Plant 
Uncovered in 
Fontana Garage 


Seizure of printing equipment 
for making counterfeit $20 bills 
and state unemployment checks 
in Fontana yesterday resulted in 
the booking of three men on sus- 
picion of making and passing 
counterfeit bills, U. S. secret serv- 
ige officials revealed. 

As the result of the location of 
the printing equipment in a Fon- 


tana garage, Norman Ridel, 27, 
was arrested in Fontana. Two 
companions, Joe Rivas, 28, and 


Arlando Malina, 23, were also ar- 
rested in connection with the bo- 
gus money, Rivas at San Bernar- 
dino and Malina at Monterey Park. 

Tip-off came when Malina at- 
tempted to pass a counterfeit bill 
at a store in Monterey Park. Fol- 
lowing the arrest of Malina by 
offcers at Monterey Park, secret 
service.agents entered the garage 
where they found a dark room, 
protographing and_= engraving 
equipment, and plates for making 
unemployment checks. 

All three have been booked at 
the. county jail, Ridel, an exper- 
ienced engraver; on suspicion of 
making counterfeit bills, Malina 
as a federal prisoner, and Rivas 
on suspicion of passing counter- 
feit money.

Armistice Day Speaker 
Calls For Eternal Vigilance 


A warning that Americans must 
maintain eternal vigilance and pre- 
paration as the price of their lib- 


istice Day address to the Ontario 
American Legion post. 

“There are those who say ‘it 
can't happen here’,”’ said Ruther- 
ford, “but it did happen to 23,- 
00 men on Bataan, which was 
American territory, and it hap- 
pened because those men, mostly 
youngsters were unprepared and 
untrained.” 


As an example of what might 
happen in America should prepar- 
ation fail, Col. Rutherford told of 
his experiences on the infamous 
“death march” down Bataan Pen- 
insula. 


“We were never allowed to stop 
for any purpose. Anyone falling 
out was bayoneted or shot. Many 
became crazed with thirst and 
would rush to pools of stagnant 
water along the road. They were 
shot as they attempted to quench 
their thirst.

Warns Growers 

The head of the Upland Lemon 
Growers, however, had a word of 
warning to growers in the Upland 
district. 

There is an ever-increasing en- 
croachment of various citrus pests 
which seem to develop in spite of 
control measures, he said, and if 
the district is to maintain its 
standards of quality and quantity, 
growers must constantly be on 
guard against them. 

Declaring that it ‘‘would be fool< 
ish for anyone to project market 
prices” for the future, Wass said 
that barring unusual weather con- 
ditions the citrus market for the 
next five years or more should ef- 
fectively retain its stability. 

It was disclosed at the annual 
meeting that shipments for this 
year exceeded those of the 1945- 
46 Season but were lower than the 
record year of 1944, when one of 
the best years in the history of 
the association was recorded.

“God’s Favored Spot”? 
Wilson Calls Ontario

“This is one of God's favored 
spots.” 

That description of Ontario and 
the west end was furnished yes- 
terday by Charles E. Wilson, pre- 
sident of General Electric. 

Mr. Wilson, on a flying trip to 
the west coast to inspect GE facil- 
ities, visited the company's local 
plant and spoke briefly in an “off 
the record” address to 1250 as- 
| sembled employes. 

Afterward, he faced the press 
in the offices of W. H. Tangeman, 
works manager. 

‘I see no recession in America 
for many years to come,” the tall 
square-built executive of one of 
America’s major corporations as- 
serted. 

“Every factor points to contin- 
ued prosperity for many years. 
There is no reason why we should 
have a depression at all.” 

Already GE's electric iron capi- 
tal, the Ontario plant is achedul- 








ed to be even larger in the future. 
“From what I've seen, I think we 
should ,locate other plants here. 
You live in one of the most favor- 
ed spots on the earth,” he said. 


The committee on civil rights, 
which Mr. Wilson headed at the 
request of President Truman, pro- 
duced a report which, “has stirred 
public interest beyond our expec- 
tations.” 

Are provisions of the controver- 
sial report, condemning racial and 
religious descrimination, segrega- 
tion, the poll tax ect., likely to be- 
come law? 

“That depends on public senti- 
ment, Mr. Wilson said.. ‘If people 
get behind these measures, Con- 
gress will inact them.” 

“We attempted to point up the 
need and to point out the way. 
These are the things that must 
be done if our American system, 
already the greatest in the world, 
is to become even greater. Now it’s 
up t to the cBeephe.

Hit Repatriation 
Of Mexicans 


SAN FRANCISCO (/#) — The 
government’s action in repatriat- 
ing some 140 Mexican Nationals 
from the DiGiorgio farms at Ar- 
vin, scene of a labor controversy, 
drew fire today from the Asso- 
ciated Farmers of California, Inc. 

An official of the labor branch 
of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture in Berkeley, refusing use 
of his name, confirmed last night 
that the Mexicans were being re- 
patriated after being released by 
DiGiorgio farms. 

He said the company had been 
asked to release the workers so 
they could be repatriated in ac- 
cordance with a law passed by 
Congress. He said the law ter- 
minated the foreign farm labor 
program as of December 31, with 
all alien workers to be repatriat- 
2d by the end of next January. 

DiGiorgio vice-president B. G. 
Barton was quoted by the AFC as 
telling the labor branch of the 
agriculture department that he re- 
moval order was “unwarranted” 
and a “clear breach” of a contract 
which does not expire until No- 
vember 30. 

The AFC expressed support for 
this position and added that farm 
labor organizers had “brought 
pressure” on the Mexican govern- 
ment to repatriate the workers. 

“The loss of the Mexicans at 
Arvin means that any other farm- 
er employing Mexican Nationals 
need only have a picket line 
thrown around his farm to have 
the Mexicans repatriated by the 
government,” the organization 
said in‘a’ statement. ‘Who will 
then do the stoop labor? Ameri- 
can workers won't.” 

The AFC said the order was 
“hard to recoricile’. with the pres- 
ident’s call for increased farm 
production. ’

PARIS (#) — The extreme 
rightist newspaper L’Intransi- 
geant declared in a dispatch from 
Prague today that Russian scient- 
ists exploded a small sample atom 
bomb last June in Siberia. 


The copyrighted article, written 
by John Riggs, said one 12%- 
pound bomb of a type being made 
at “Atomgrad”, deep in Siberia, 
was exploded at 10 a.m., June 15, 
near the Amur river, not far from 
Irkutsk. It said the explosion was 
heard for 20 miles. Top Soviet 
military men were reported among 
a@ group of 280 official witnesses. 


The account declared the first 
test was made after the “moment- 
ary disgrace’ of Peter Kapitza, 
award-winning Soviet nuclear 
scientist, who was replaced by 
Sergei Vavilov as head of the Sov- 
jet nuclear research organization, 
known as “Service 126”.
